Since his major league debut in 2016, Judge had amassed 158 


home runs entering 2022, including 52 in his American League 
Rookie of the Year season of 2017. Last year, Judge put together 
another outstanding campaign that yielded a top-five finish in the 
2021 AL MVP race, posting a career-high .287 batting average with 
39 home runs, 24 doubles and 98 RBI in 148 games. He also earned 
his third All-Star nod and second Silver Slugger Award in his fifth 


full season in the big leagues. 


From his home in California, Judge took some time to discuss 
his career and his team with Yankees Magazine editor-in-chief

JOEDIMAGGIO California ~ 


Yankees rosters have long been stocked 
with California stars, none brighter 
than Joltin’ Joe DiMaggio. Hailing from 
San Francisco's “Little Italy” in North 
Beach, DiMaggio was pressured to 
become a fisherman like his father, but 
Joe D instead carved out a legendary 
career in pinstripes that included a 
record 56-game hitting streak in 1941. 


FRED SANFORD 


After fighting in the Pacific 
during World War II and 
leading the majors with 21 
losses for the 1948 St. Louis 
Browns, things were finally 
looking up for Salt Lake 
City’s Fred Sanford when he 
was traded to the Yankees 
just as they were about to 
embark on a run of five 
straight world champion- 
ships. Unfortunately, the 
right-hander was relegated 
to a swingman role by man- 
ager Casey Stengel and never 
made a World Series roster 
before getting traded to 
Washington for Bob Kuzava 
in 1951. 


‘The son of a Yankees minor leaguer, Tucson's Ron 
Hassey led the University of Arizona to its first 
NCAA championship in 1976 before spending 14 
years catching in the bigs, His two-year stint in 
New York saw him get traded to the White Sox twice 
within an eight-month span — Chicago sent him 
back two months after the first deal — despite hit- 
ting .297 in 156 games as a Yank. 


RON HASSEY Arizona 


CHASEN SHREVE Tlevada qngy 


‘An afterthought no longer, Nevada 
has become a baseball hotbed in 
recent years, producing stars such as 
Bryce Harper, Kris Bryant and cur- 
rent Yankees outfielder Joey Gallo (as 
well as one of the team’s top prospects, 
Austin Wells). But we can't forget 
about Harper's teammate at the Col- 
lege of Southern Nevada, Chasen 
Shreve. The left-handed reliever went 
14-6 in 180 relief appearances for New 
York from 2015 to 2018 before being 
traded to St. Louis. 


KENT HADLEY 


Perfect game author Don Larsen fittingly 
called the Gem State home during his 
retirement years, but other than Harmon 
Killebrew, Idaho hasn't produced many 
of the game's all-time greats. One name 
that might ring a bell for Yankees histori- 
ans, though, is Kent Hadley. The Pocatello 
native played just 55 games for the Yanks, 
but he came to New York as part of the 
seven-player deal in December 1959 that 
brought Roger Maris to the Bronx. 


GREAT PLAINS 


AARON BOONE 


If it's natural beauty you're after, few states compare 


to Montana, With its incredible national parks and 
limitless outdoor recreational opportunities, Big Sky 
Country attracts millions of visitors each year, That 
being said, the next Yankees player from Montana 
will be the first, Plenty of future Yanks played minor 
league ball there, though, including manager Aaron 
LEE Boone, whose first pro season was spent in the Pio- 
neer League with the 1994 Billings Mustangs. 


South Dakota 


Debate all you want about the Mount Rushmore of 
Yankees, A visit to the actual Mount Rushmore — while 


well worth the trip — will not take you to baseball’s 
promised land. When the Sioux Falls Argus-Leader 
compiled its all-time team of South Dakota big leaguers 
in 1989, it had to reach all the way back to 1912 for a 
third baseman, Volga’s Del Paddock, who batted .288 in 
46 games for a Highlanders team that still owns the 
lowest winning percentage (.329) in franchise history. 


JOBA CHAMBERLAIN  Zebeaska 


Aurora’s Les Nunamaker was a terrific pinch- 
hitter and backup catcher in the mid 1910's. 
Nearly a century later, New York was introduced 
to Lincoln (and University of Nebraska) product 
Joba Chamberlain, the hard-throwing right- 
hander of Native American heritage whose tumul- 
tuous tenure included the infamous “bug game” as 
a 22-year-old rookie pitching in the 2007 ALDS. 
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GIANCARLO STANTON 


Major League Baseball's recent 
efforts to grow the sport have seen 
the Yankees play regular-season 
games in such unique locales as 
Towa and London, Here's a thought 
for the next venture: Wyoming. Who 
wouldn't want to see if Giancarlo 
Stanton could hit a ball out of Yel- 
lowstone National Park? Perhaps it 
would inspire some young cowboy or 
cowgirl to put down their lasso and 
pick up a glove. 


JIMMY WILLIAMS 


When the newly formed New York 
Highlanders popped up in 1903, fans 
at Hilltop Park quickly latched on to 
popular second baseman Jimmy Wil- 
liams. Born the same year as the 
Centennial State, Williams led the 
team in doubles, triples and RBI 
during the franchise's inaugural 
season. And despite his Wild West 
upbringing, the Pueblo legend was 
widely respected as a friendly and 
easygoing teammate. 


CHRISTIAN PARKER ew Mexico 


For a moment, it seemed as if Albuquerque native 
Christian Parker was destined for big things. With 
the Yankees coming off three straight World Series 
victories, the 25-year-old rookie right-hander — who 
had been acquired in 2000 to complete the deal that 
sent Hideki Irabu to Montreal — earned a spot in the 
team's starting rotation out of camp in 2001. After 
watching Roger Clemens, Andy Pettitte and Mike 
Mussina pitch the Yankees to a season-opening \ 
sweep of the Royals, Parker took his turn and gave up

his once-promising big-league career, 


ANDY PETTITTE 


Since the MLB Draft began in 1965, the Yankees have found 
plenty of hidden pitching gems, none greater than Andrew Eugene 
Pettitte, Selected 594th overall out of Deer Park High School in 
1990, Pettitte played one year of junior college ball at San Jacinto 
before embarking on a pro career that ended in 2013 with the left- 
hander sitting atop the Yankees’ all-time strikeouts list. 


Texas ROGER MARIS D 

It remains one of the most legendary 
feats in sports — Roger Maris scoring 
four touchdowns on returns in a single 
game for Bishop Shanley High in 1951. A 
decade later, Maris made another kind of 
history, breaking Babe Ruth's single- 
season record with 61 home runs en route 
to his second straight AL MVP in his first 
two seasons in New York. The Roger 
Maris Museum in his hometown of Fargo 
stands as a permanent shrine to No. 9. 


MICKEY MANTLE 


‘The zinc mines are mostly gone, but 
the old tin barn where Mutt Mantle 
taught his son, Mickey, to switch-hit 


MIKE TORREZ Kansas 


still stands in Commerce. 


In 1906, Clay Center's Slow Joe Doyle 
emerged from the Sunflower State to become 

the first American League pitcher to toss shutouts 

in each of this first two career starts. But who can forget 
‘Topeka’s Mike Torrez, who beat the Dodgers twice in the 
‘77 World Series after twirling 5’ scoreless innings of relief in 
the ALCS clincher? He even inadvertently helped the Yankees 
again the following year — as a member of the Red Sox — when 
he served up Bucky Dent’s famous homer at Fenway Park.

Growing up in Arlington, McQuinn starred at 
Washington-Lee High School before signing with 
the Yankees. The first baseman rose quickly through 

the minors, nabbing 1933 New York—Penn League MVP honors 
with the Binghamton Triplets, but with Lou Gehrig firmly block- 
ing McQuinn’s path to the bigs, the Yankees let the Browns claim 
him in the Rule 5 Draft following the 1937 season. He became a 


four-time All-Star with St. Louis before finally putting on the pin- 
stripes, concluding his career with two All-Star seasons in New 
York at age 37 and 38. 


TINO MARTINEZ 


While 2009 World Series champ Alex 
Rodriguez rose to stardom as a high 


schooler in Miami, he spent his formative 
years in New York City and the Dominican 
Republic, Likewise, '96 champ Wade Boggs 
moved around as a kid before settling in Tampa 
at age 11.

In 2012, Denise Stillman, a loyal White 
Sox fan and businesswomen from the Chi- 
cago suburbs, led a group of investors who 
bought the land from the Lansing family, 
owners of the farm for more than a cen- 
tury. Stillman’s original idea was to turn 
the site into a youth baseball and softball 


complex — reminiscent of the facility in 


Cooperstown, New York, that draws travel 
teams from around the country for youth 
tournaments — but executing that plan 
proved to be far too difficult. Lawsuits 
from local farmers determined to limit 
traffic and maintain the “farm country” 
atmosphere in the town of approximately 
4,000 people delayed Stillman’s plans for 
four years. 


Although the Iowa Supreme Court ruled 
in Stillman’s favor in 2016, the lost time 
and stresses proved to be significant. Still- 
man and her husband divorced, and key 
investors dropped out. Then, with her 
1 losses. mounting — not unlike 
those of the fictional Ray Kinsella — Still- 
man came up with the idea of hosting a 


financi 


major league game on the farm. 

Stillman, who remarried in 2016, pushed 
the idea on Major League Baseball Com- 
missioner Rob Manfred, even inviting him 


to the 193-acre parcel that she and her 


group purchased for $3.4 million, according 


to the Chicago Tribune, The idea resonated 
with the commissioner and his top lieuten- 
ants, whose efforts toward growing the 
sport have included scheduling games in 
other non-traditional locations such as 
London; Fort Bragg, North Carolina; and 
Williamsport, Pennsylvania, the home of

It takes four tries to complete a phone 
conversation with Rachel Balkovee, the 
new and most-assuredly noteworthy man- 
ager of the Tampa Tarpons, The first 
female to manage a team in affiliated 


baseball, Balkovec is en route from Santa 


Barbara, California, to Tampa, Florida, on 


this mid-January Fri ; 
somewhere in Texas between El Paso and 
Austin, not totally sure where, and the 
thrice-interrupted conversation is at the 
mercy of some sparsely located cellphone 
towers. 

Across-country road trip evokes thoughts 


of beauty and romance, but this 13-ish-hour 
hitch probably won't rank among the most 
memorable segments, There's not a whole 


lot of riveting landscape in the flat, brown- 


ish-green expanse of West Texas, just power 
lines, oil derricks and tumbleweeds. A few 
days from now, the road will end on the 
west coast of Florida, but that’s not the ulti- 
mate destination. 

We're supposed to be using this time to 
celebrate Rachel Balkovee, to recognize a 
triumphant moment while we dodge the 
falling shards from a shattered glass ceil- 
ing. And we will, you can count on it, But 
what has made Balkovec’s rise so fascinat- 
ing, and what will no doubt continue to 
thrill and inspire in the months and years 
to come, is that the Tarpons gig, while 
front-page news in some circles, is just a 
continuation of her life in the sport, a jour- 
ney no one sees ending in a Low-A 
manager's office. Hers is a life built atop 


an opposing, yet codependent reliance on 


competitive fire and quiet nurturing, of 
naivete and the pursuit of knowledge, of 
representation and a_ conscientious 
invisibility. 

As Balkovee settles into her home in 
Tampa, the next stop along a life in con- 
stant motion that has seen the Nebraska 
native pursue her dream in locales all over 


the globe, the 34-year-old will once again

have about playing for a female manager. She, herself, remembers wondering what it 


would be like to don a Yankees uniform. But after years of climbing the ladder — and of 


building relationships with many of the players she'll be leading — the Nebraska native 
has no doubt that she can win over her charges.

Discussing Balkovec's hiring, Yankees 
general manager Brian Cashman noted the 
discomfiting reality of suspended progress. 
He had hired Kim Ng as his assistant gen- 


eral manager in 1998, and as he announced 


her hiring, Cashman said that he hoped 
women in positions of prominence in base- 
ball would become commonplace. The Red 
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Sox had elevated Elaine Steward to assis- 
tant GM in 1990, and less than a decade 
later, Ng was in the same role. 

Yet, as Cashman noted this past Janu- 
ary, and as Jean Afterman — who replaced 


Ng as the Yankees’ assistant GM in Decem- 
ber 2001 and continues to hold the role 
today — says, the lack of continuity and 
progress has been disheartening, 

“It was Elaine at the Red Sox, and there 
was Kim, then there was myself, and then 


there was a dead ... stop,” Afterman says, 


peppering her sentiment with a well-earned 
expletive. 

While Cashman, Afterman and anyone 
else who cares to see a more representa- 
tive baseball landscape are right to be dis- 
appointed by a lack of overwhelming prog- 
ress, there are still positive developments 
to celebrate. Today, Ng is the Miami Mar-

there will be at least 11 women in uniform 
for big-league teams and their affiliates 


this year, as well as an ever-increasing 
number of women in front-office positions. 

For Julie Croteau, that evolution has 
been a long time coming. “My entire life, 
I've seen that baseball is not a gendered 
game,” says Croteau, who is recognized as 
the first woman to play men’s NCAA base- 
ball. At St, Mary’s College of Maryland, she 
played first base, including in games 
against a Catholic University team that 
featured Cashman at second base, “It 
doesn’t surprise me that women can fill 
these positions. A lot of people have known 
that for a really long time. And we're just 
finally seeing it happen. Each one of those 
positions — manager, base coach, strength 
coach, assistant coaches — once it's hap- 
pened, there's a precedent, and there's less 
reason for it not to happen again in the 
future.” 

Croteau’s perspective has changed as the 
world has evolved, in no small part due to 
her own actions. Before she played for St. 
Mary's, before the professional stint with 
the Colorado Silver Bullet:

Yankees general manager Brian Cashman has a history of seeking out talent of all 
genders. He hired Ng [L] as his assistant GM in 1998, then when she left, brought 
on Afterman [R, with Aaron Boone] as her replacement. Two decades ago, he hoped 
that it would be common to see women in leadership roles around the game, and he is 


disheartened by the slow pace of progress. 
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Their Own, Croteau and her parents had to 
file a sex discrimination suit against her 
high school. The boys on the team joined 
their coach in fighting against her, insisting 
that the varsity team had to field the best 
17 players possible, a list they said couldn't 
possibly include a girl. (As for the reality 
that the team had finished 4-13-1 the previ- 
ous year? Well, there's a reason that high 
schoolers rarely craft legal briefs.) 

‘The court still ruled against Croteau, but 
St. Mary's allowed her to try out for its 
team, and she earned a spot, Several years 
later, upon being signed by the Silver Bul- 
lets — a professional women’s team that 
played against men — she put the experi- 
ence of her life to that point in perspective. 
“It’s a dream I didn't even dream,” she told 
the Associated Press in 1994, “I was afraid

was Balkovec’s. It wasn't a favor for a 
friend, and it certainly wasn't with cheap 
headlines in mind. 

“L was not in a position to hire someone 


and miss on them," says Lawson, now 


entering his first season as the Yankees’ 
major league hitting coach, “I needed to 
hire people that were good. She is more 
than qualified to have the hitting coach 
position, the managerial position. I would 
say she’s overqualified for those jobs.” 

Lawson and Balkovee worked together in 
the Astros organization, after her stints 
with the Cardinals and White Sox, plus 
time with Licey in the Dominican Winter 
League (to say nothing of work she put in 
with college programs and the Arizona Fall 
League). She had come up through the 
ranks as a strength and conditioning coach, 
but found herself so taken by the way 
Lawson discussed his craft that she would 
pop in on hitting meetings whenever possi- 
ble. Watching him teach hitting — talking 
about the skill in ways totally alien to her 
despite years spent playing high-level col- 
lege softball and working with professional 
baseball organizations — called to mind the 
lessons from another one of her mentors, 
current Cardinals hitting coach Jeff Albert: 
When everyone's at a crowded door, you 
should be looking for the empty door on the 
other side of the building that no one's going 
in. You should find the edge because it’s 
going to make you unique. 


Although her first roles in professional baseball were on the strength and conditioning 
side of the clubhouse, Balkovec impressed her future bosses with the way that she 
understood the connection between all of the physical elements of a swing. That 
knowledge (and hunger for more of it) made it easy for Balkovec to shift from the weight 


room to the batting cages. 


You don't see a lot of strength and condi- 
tioning coaches rising to become general 
managers, so Balkovec felt a need to get on 
the field and evaluate players from a base- 
ball perspective. And as Lawson kept 
indulging her curiosity with a steady 
stream of books and magazine articles 
— including some research works by a pro- 
fessor in Amsterdam named Dr. David 
Mann — Balkovec saw a new road. 

“The body is the body, right?” she says, 
noting that she had been coaching players 
for seven seasons to that point, just not 
“It. doesn’t 
change when you go from the weight room 
to the cages. You're just accomplishing a 
different task.”

too, saw the unusual back- 


ground not as a detriment, but as a poten- 
tial advantage. “She would start talking 
about how they squat and how we could 


switch it to do this, make this adjustment, 
and that we'd likely see some difference, 
some positive effects in the cage or on the 
field,” he says. “And so, it started back then, 
just kind of thinking about what she did as 
the strength coach, how that affected hit- 
ting. It's clear she can digest information, 
she can think critically, she can apply that 


information, she can assess the results of 


her efforts, and then do it again.” 


So — as 


her style — Balkovec took 
everything several steps further. It wasn't 
enough to read the articles that Lawson sent 
her way, the ones that she had to stop poring 
over about 10 times each to Google the unfa- 
miliar terminology. If Mann — regarded as 
one of the world’s foremost experts in 
eye-tracking analysis, a new frontier that 
could help the ever-more-analytical baseball 
world find a new edge — had answers, then 
she would go to the source. 
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The program at Vrije Universiteit in 
Amsterdam called for several months of 
study, then a research project. Balkovec 
her

wanted to conduct research in 
of-the-art, highly regarded facility outside 
of Seattle, Several months into the pro- 
gram, she presented her research proposal 
to Mann. “And what she sent me wasn’t 
very good,” he says, “It was way below the 
level that I would expect.” Balkovec laughs 
at being reminded of the initial proposal; 
she’s not offended by the memory at all, “I 
had come with so much practical experi- 
ence into this research environment where 
there's all these researchers that are writ- 
ing research papers, and they don't ever set 
foot on a baseball field,” she says. “I was 
coming in like a barbarian, I didn't know 
how to write research papers!” 

She used the next month to revise her 
proposal, Her classmates would spend 
weekends enjoying Amsterdam's nightlife 
or skiing in Switzerland, while Balkovec 
lived like a hermit. “I was so focused, I was 
in this worldwide tourism mecca, and I did 
nothing there.” It’s not that she’s indiffer- 
ent to adventure or travel. Even beyond 
selling everything she owned to move to 
Amsterdam on a whim, Balkovec has a bit 
of a thing for jumping from one part of the 
world to another, and a tendency for buying 
one-way tickets that, if she’s not careful, 
could land her on some watch lists. In 2020, 
when the minor league season was shut 
down due to COVID- 
Australia and coached with the Sydney 


9, she decamped for 


Blue Sox. A few years earlier, she s 


ent a 
few weeks in a tiny village in Laos, one that 
you can't find on Google Maps. It was like a 
sensory deprivation chamber, where the 
lack of any English-speakers and the time 
difference allowed her to recharge with 
almost no inputs. It’s not all that different 
from what she did in the Netherlands. 
Going to Amsterdam wasn't about get- 
ting away; it was about diving in. She 
would ask herself why she was “studying 
neurology in this godforsaken place, where 
they only get six hours of sunlight during 
the winter and you're just miserable,” and 
the answers focused her mission. School 


wasn't anything new to Balkovec, who 
earned her bachelor’s degree while playing 
softball at New Mexico and got a master’s 
while working at LSU. But those degrees 
‘were a means to play and coach. This time, 
she was pursuing the knowledge, not some 
letters next to her name. In fact, as she 
points out, she never even completed the 
program. “People didn’t understand — ‘You 
did all of this coursework, you finished lit- 
erally everything, you're almost at the 
finish line, Why wouldn't you just finish it?” 
I just said, ‘I didn't need the degree, I 
needed the information. I needed to learn,” 

About a month after reading her first 
draft, Mann couldn't believe the revised 
proposal. “It went from quite a low-level 
thing to an incredibly high-level thing in 


one round, which is more than I think I've 
ever seen anyone do," he says. “To go from 
here to there in one round of review has

for who she is instead of encouraging her to 
fit an existing mold. She sees the same 
potential for Balkovec. “That's all we've got, 
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is just being who we are,” Afterman says 


And if you're lucky, as I've been, then you 
have people who recognize and appreciate 


your authentic self. And if you're unlucky, 
then you work with people who want to 
change you into somebody you're not. 

“As women, we solve problems differently 
than men do — that’s something that a 
woman brings to the job, I think that Rachel 
is not just any woman. She's a woman who's 
been formed by her life experience and who 
she is.” 


It’s a lesson that Nakken has learned in 


Francisco, but it goes back even further. 
Sue Falsone was the Dodgers’ head athletic 
trainer in the early 2010s, the first woman to 
hold that role for any major American pro 
sports team, She proudly speaks of the work 
she did with the players, but also of the four- 
inch Christian Louboutin heels and fashion- 
able, yet professional dresses that she wore 
on the team plane. 


As a Low-A manager, Balkovec will be leading young, inexperienced prospects, some of whom will be playing their first full year of 
professional baseball. She wants to be a nurturing and reliable leader, and she plans to set clear standards, but she also will preach 
the same commitment to competition that has fueled her own rise in the sport. 
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“For me, it was important to maintain 
my identity, whether that was through my 
style, my faith, my values, irrespective to 
what others wanted me to do in that role,” 
Yet that 
authenticity also helped Falsone access
